QUEEN'S VISIT TO WOLVERHAMPTON. 


THE 
Тнкве probably never was collected a larger crowd іп any spot 
in the United Kingdom—perbaps excepting the metropolis itself 


—than that which poured into Wolverhampton on Friday morn- 
ing week from every town, village, and hamlet in the midland and 
northern counties. The railway accommodation was taxed to the 
utmost; but in addition every road was covered long before day- 
light with vehicles and toiling pedestrians, all hurrying to see 
their Queen perform a solemn act of devotion to the meinory of 
her late consort. The pageant of the day was splendid. 

The great centre of attraction was of course the “ High-green,” 
or market-place, in the centre of which stood, closely veiled, the 
Stature on its lofty of Dartmoor granite. The statue, 
which is of bronze, is hardly up to the heroic size, but is very 
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spirited &nd lifelike according to the modera canons of sculpture. 
The height from the bottom of the pedestal to the top of tle head 
is sixteen feet. The prince is represented in his field-n»rshal’s 
uniform, and with one band stretched forward he seems graciously 
to acknowledge the vivas of the crowd. The horse, which is 
modelled from the life, is а portrait of his royal higbness's favourite 
charger. The whole із a most meritorious work of art, and Mr. 
Thornyoroft, the artist, has the pleasure of kuowing that it meets 
with the full approval of her Majesty. During the тог ад, the 
whole—rider, horse, and pedestal—was olosely veiled in by а 
drapery of the national flags, and no one Was permitted to exa- 
mine it until it had been formally unveiled in the Queen's pre- 
sence. Immediately facing the statue was а royal pavilion of 
handsome design, covered, and draped ín ofimson cloth, and sur- 
mounted by the royal crown. Pillars in crimson and white sup- 
ported the sides and corner, and the white rose of Lancaster pro- 
fusely studded the curtain and draperies, “A throne and two 
chairs of state stood within, and a few steps, covered with crimson, 
led up to the pavilion from the entrance. All round the statue 


the open area of the market-place was occupied by an exteusive 
amphitheatre with ascending seats, all draped and decorated in 
harmony with the royal pavilion. Io the front seats were repre- 
sentatives of the nobility, gentry, and clergy of Staffordshire and 
other neighbouring counties; and the upper seats accommodated 
the more iofluential inhabitants of the town and the personal 
friends of the town council. 

Her Majesty and suite, including the Earl of Derby and Lord 
Alfred Paget, arrived by special train at the Great Western Sta- 
tion at ten minutes past one o'clock, where ele waa received by 
the Earl of Lichfield (lord lieutenant of the county), and the mayor 
and corporation of Wolverhampton. The mayoress presenied а 
splendid bouquet, which was most graciously received by her Ma- 
jesty, and a handsome bracelet to the Princess Christian, which 
was also most graciously.received. It ‘ook some time to form the 
procession, which, however, was exceedingly effective and im- 
posing. In front were the Staffordshire Yeomanry Cavalry, a 
splendid body of men and horses; then the corporation carriage, 
followed by the royal one, in the last of which, an open landau 
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drawn by four horses, sat the Queen, the Princesses Christian aud | 
t^uise, and the Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein. An

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TIIE TRADES’ REFORM DEMONSTRATION, 


Гик confident opinion expressed by the leaders of the working 
men that their means of organizing Monday's demoustration would 
be found effective and sufficient was amply justified in the result, 
He would be a bold, not to say a reckless, opponent who should 
deny the credit of practic gacity to those who undertook the 
responsible duties of the day. The pledged detractors aud avowed 
e: emies of the reform movement may fall back on the sneer, care- 
fully reservel iu case of all others failing, that the immense 
numbers predicted by some very sanguine friends of that move- 
ment were not reached. In truth, if as many as a hundred thou- 

ind men had marched six abreast from Marlborough House to 
Walham-green, the time occupied by the demonstration would 
have left no remaining space of a winter's day wherein to deliver 
addresses and to Hsten to them. Dut if figures are fallacious, facts 
cee, in this eise, indisputable.

Whatever the number of those who joined the procession on Mon- 
day, it is certain that nothing like the whole of that number, if 
indeed a fair half of it, ever stood at ono time within the grounds 
of Beaufort House. This statement is necessary, if but to explaiu 
tho partially occupied condition of those grounds; although, ac- 
cording to Mr. Babbage's reckoning, as the level space reaches 
about a quarter of a mile back, and is of considerable width also, 
no crowd that London could easily afford would suffice to cover 
the green. Still, но deceptive are appearances, the long procession 
that took an hourand a half to wiud round the corner of Pall-ma!l 
into Waterloo-place seemed as if it must prove twice as large а 
concourse, massed together, as the grounds at Fulham could pos- 
sibly contaiu. Ап earnest of success in the carrying out of the 
day's plan was given by the punctuality of the start. As the hour 
of noon was sounding from the steeples iu the neighbourhood, 
tho distant hum aud the stir along Pall-mall told that the head of 
the procession was making way from the Park. The indescribable 
sand of a multitude of human voices now mingles with the music 
of the foremost baud—there are а great many bands, by the by— 
tha tuue being, “See the conquering hero comes.”

A pickpocket, of the “rough” rather than the ready type 
ci export swell-mobsmen, was taken “ hand-ferrand," as the old 
‘w-phrase described the business. Не was dragged by his tassel 
Ма collar into the salle d'armes, and stoutly held by a young 
lioouring man, who, seeing his father robbed of hig watch, had 
goue to the assistance of the old man, and had lo-t his own watch 
to The rough in custody, together with а good many more 
roughs not iu custody, had maltreated the elder workman, kicking 
kim, when he was on the ground, nud biting his hand when he 
attempted to seizo his chief avgressor. When, by courago and 
\ctermiuation, the thief had been haled into the large hall or 
theatre above mentioned, a complete realization of Mr. John Ten- 
ries cartoon in “Punch” was afforded; the pitiful scoundrel 
wriggling in the grasp of an indignant working man, exactly as in 
the picture. The anger of the losers by the act of theft scemed 
positively to be caused more by the disgrace brought upon their 
meeting than by their individual losses. “We'll teach you to 
"ne among honest mep, ¥qu blackguard,” wag the tono in which 
the spoiled made known their sentiments to the spoiler. 


Tho approach to Beaufort House from the lullam-road is 
abrupt; a single gate of no groat dimensious placed parallel with 
опе angle of the building so called, and abutting direct on the 
streot, which at that point is decidedly narrow. А very smail 
collection of persons in DN of the entrance at half-past eleven 
clock seemed to block it up, and to incommodo the privileged few 
who were dropping fu at that hour. Beaufort House is uot, as 
тау be supposed, the residence of Lord Ranelagh, stauding in its 
own parklike grounds, but it is simply the shooting fet juarters 
of tho South dlesex Volunteers; the building if а cad teen of 
the corps: is ff up with a stage on which amategr performances 
are sometimes given ; and the grounds gonsist of ay oblong piece 
of grass land enclosed, with tifo gh ing butts gt the east end. 
The area is 449 yards loug aud 11 е, and according to a cal- 
culation which had been ті е, бітеп four men to а square yard, it 
wonld hold, with packing, 100,00 persons. It certainly did not 
at a common ge present such a capability, aud iu the еудшіз 
which happened that calculation wag uot by any means tested. At 
an early hour the ground was occupied by so jounted mgr- 
shalmen, aud certain members of the committee of (he demonstra- 
liou were presaph, Some preparations had been mad» іп the way 
of platforms, six rather small and anything but commodious struc- 
tures under (аф name having been erected at gtated points 
on the ground. Up to half-past twelve o'clock appeayauces 
were very spergely put in, and ап hour later the grass 
wag just dotked here and there with small groups, loung- 
tog ebout, and paying their devotions from time to time to certain 
barvelg which were placed within enclosures, with convenience for 
service to the thirsty. At two o'clock the gate was in request, 
but was not by any means besieged. Shortly afterwards the roar 
of a multitude and tho faint sounds of bands in the distance an- 
rounced the approach of the procession. In a little time the 
inounted marshalmen drew up near the gate, and a banner was 
seen to be struggling, preceding it were & few of the farriers on 
horseback, and behind it came a moderate body of proces- 
sionists, who made their way to No. 1 platform and drew up. 
This proved to be a very advanced guard, for no main body fol- 
lowed it duriug а long interval. But anon a compact group was 
se^n making for the place of ћододт, which was greeted with 
cheors as it passed along, aud this proved to be Mr. Beales, 
«tended by Colonel Digkson, Mr. Dresser Rogers, Mr. Odger, and 
several members of the 1 League, who had outstripped the 
procession, and now pr {о occupy the platform. А tole- 
rably solid mass of spectators gathered here, but still the ground 
vould hardly be said to bo occupied; and still the procession lin- 
ied somewhere. Then came rumours of a row at the gate, and 
statements of all kinds of diflieulties in getting through it in 
пате order, aud opinions as to the impossibility of the in- 
teaded culmination of the demonstration by a mass meeting were 
iu Ireo circulation.  By-and-bye, the impatience of the crowd, 
which began to be mauifested, was allayed by the advent of 
suother banner which came staggering along, and was followed by 
«scetion of the procession proper at last. After that the influx of 
bioners, standards, and processionists became pretty steady, and 
опо banner, on which was inscribed “ Residential and Registered 
Машо d Suffrage and the Ballot,” was received with a tumul- 
tuvus ovation, Hitherto the procession had rather strayed than 
i rehed into the ground, but now a body entered in compact 
order, keeping step to their band, and then the " пеге" passed 
vi, and took ground to the right of the chief platform іп good 
style. Thenceforward the different sections showed better, hold- 
lug their ranks steadily together, The anxious spectators around 
‘he platform, who had been enduring as best they might the piti- 
less peltiug of a shower of rain, now began to cry aloud for some- 
thing from the orators present, and Mr. Beales was earnestly de- 
cnanded. He replied that Mr. Potter, who was the chairman, had 
uvt arrived, and he could not interfere with the arrangments; but 
ће hinted that if things went as slowly as they were going on he 
should not be disinclined to comply with the wishes of the audi- 
encu about standing knee-deep in the mud and getting decidedly 
wet, Не also poiated out that such things as the appearance they 
‘osteo were worth a thousand speeches. The procession still 
Nowed slowly in. Amongst the banners noticed with acclama- 
Чоц was опе with an inscription, “ Taxation without representa- 
мор is tyranny,” aud this was the motto of the stonemasons. 
Pregently, however, came а long interval, doubtless owing to the 
choking pnasage of the gate, and the audience cucs more mani- 
fested impatience for au address froin Мі. Bealog, vrgiag, with cs 
much platotivences us they could put into thelr voloos, thet "it 
"*as getting dark,” 

Fast then nother rumour pasend round sfa белегот struggle at 
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the eutrance, and a. statement. that the fail of the procession was 
still iu the Park. Ou this the cries for something to go ou with 
were renewed, but still Mr. Beales protested gently agaiust inter- 
fering with the order of proceeding. At length, however, he 
yielded, and proceeded, after a round of applause, to say he did not 
like to keep them waiting any longer, although he was very un- 


Willing to interrupt the order of the proecedirzs as arranged. Не 
was not surprised that they should ће impationt. They would 
excuse him keeping on his hat. (“ Yes," and chéoys.) This de- 


monstration was worthy of, "ид honourable to, the working men 
of London. (('heers.) It was a continuance of the national pro- 
test and remonstrance against the libellous charges of indifference 
on the part of the working classes to the possession of the fran- 
chise. (Uheers.) Пе should not value this national movement 
aud demonstration if it were not in favour of manhood suffrage 
protected by tho ballot. (Cheer&) That was the only franchise 
commensurate with the rights of the people. (Hear, hear.) This 
national movement commenced in July last. in Trafalgar-square, 
and st the meeting in Hyde Park. It had been spretding since 
then in intensity and in enthusiasm throughout the length ага 
breadth of the Jand-—(cheers)--throughout England, Seorland, 
and Ireland. По congratulated them upon the continuance of 


that great national protest and movement. It was one 
which no Government conld safely or wisely resist or 
gaiusay. At all the meetings and demonstrations which 


he had attended —and they һай been very numerous and iu all 
parts of the country, many of them being even more largely at- 
tended than the present—tho greatest satisfaction was expressed 
that since July the mon of London had been in their right place 
(cheers)—in the place they had never been hefore—in front of the 
moral and constitutional battle of the people. (Cheers.) He con- 
gratulated them upon this being a further demonstration іп the 
great political campaign. ‘I'he metropolitan police were a most 
worthy and most useful body of men when they were properly 
employed (cheers), and in tho discharge of their right duties; but, 
on the other ћупа, they were a very dangerons, a very misclie- 
vous, and a very objectionable body when they were employed іш 
ап unconstitutional manner. (Cheers) Не congratulated them 
проп the fact that to-day the metropolitan police had been 
worthily assisting instead of obstracting tho peaceful, orderly 
demonstration of the people. (Cheers.) It was a demonstration 
which, by its great respect of law and order, by its totally abstain- 
ing from force in the shape of гіз, disturbance, tumult, or violence, 
was honourable to the men of London. Tt proved their fitness 
for the franchise. But here he stopped in his congratulations. 
По did not—he could not—congratulate them проп their place of 
meeting. (Cheers, and cries of “Tt ought to have beeu iu 
Hyde-park!") То him it was а painful contrast to the 
other meetings, which he had attended. To him it 
seemed (шы less than an insult (cheers) to tbe inhabi- 
tants of the metropolis, that they were excluded from 
the parks—(cheers)—which were supported aud maintained at 
the ‘public expense. He did not like it that they should be 
driven to depend проп the favour of any individual proprietor, 
whoever he might be, for a place to assewhle in for the discussion 
of their wrongs or to claim their political rights. — (Cheers.) 
Hyde Park was а much more suitable and convenient placo— 
(renewed cheers)—for them to meet in than this ground. (Gries 
cf “We will have Hyde Park.") It was mere caprice that 
excluded them from it and com d them, or a great portion of 
them, to come miles from their homes for the purpose of holding 
this meeting. (* That's true.") Jý was the same system, the 
same cliss of feeling, that excluded them so unjustly and so un- 
constitutionally from the franchise. (Loud cheers.) He exhorted 
them to go on as they had begun—(“ We will”)—in the same 
peaceable, orderly, constitutional way, insigting upon their just 
rights until they obtained them, until the portals of the constitu- 
tion were thrown open widely and freely to all who were entitled 
to enter in thereat. (Cheors.) His advice was, go on; don't 
allow yourselves to be tampered with. If you working men are 
just to your brother working men, you can claim nothing short of 
manhood suffrage. He advised them to hold to that which had 
been the declaration at meeting after meeting, of demonstration 
after demonstration, throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. He stood there as the representativg of millions of their 
fellow-countrymen who claimed the franchjg>, and unless they 
bid him do it, he would never lower the flag. (Cheers) Again 
he said, don't be led away; go on orderly, but firmly, insisting 
upon your rights, and when you have got them, show by your 
exercise of them that you are fully entitled to them and deserving 
of them. (Loud cheers.) 

Some one in the crowd cried out, * Those in favour of meeting 
in Hyde-park hold up your,hands." All present at once did so. 
Considering that, notwithstanding his possession of vocal powers 
of no small extent, Mr. Beales could have been heard by but a very 
few of the persons who stood around the platform, the effect was 
most satisfactury ; for the audience were kept in capital humour, 
and this notwithstanding he spoke entirely for the Reform League 
aud from their point of view, and his words were not directed 
solely to the demonstration of the day. All this time the sections 
were marching in, and were received with applause. 

Mr. Porrer proceeded to deliver what should have been the in- 
auguraladdress. He said that as several bad already spoken, it 
would be understood that Mr. Leicester moved the first resolution, 
that Col. Dickson would second it, and that Mr. Beales and Mr. 
Е. О. Greening would support it. The first resolution was :— 
“That this meeting enters its solemn protest against, aud its 
denial of, the charges of venality, ignorance, drunkenness, 
and indifferenee to reform, bronght against the working 
classes durivg the last session of parliament; and hereby 
declares that no Reform Bill falling short of the principles 
of registered residential manhood snffrago and the ballot 
will be satisfactory to the people, or accepted as а final 
settlement of the reform question.” This proposition for 
the conduct of the business having been consented to, Mr. 
Potter continued to remark that part of the procession was 
yet ia Piccadilly. (A laugh and cheers.) They were moving to- 
wards the grounds in large masses, and the place would not hold 
the large numbers that had yet to come. (Cries of “ Hyde-park 
will.”) As working men they had much to be proud of with re- 
gard to the day's proceedings. Не did not think that the Govern- 
ment would want to trouble them much longer; but if this was 
not enough for them, they should have something that was. 
(Cheers, and cries of * Hear, hear.”) The Government liked to 
give them a good deal of trouble, and they did not mind a little ; 
but the Govern:neut must learn this, that the working men of 
London were not going to Лове a day's wages aud be put to an 
expense for such a demonstration as this overy day for nothing. 
(@reat cheering.) From this Lord Derby and the Tory Govern- 
ment must make up their minds to give thom what they wanted. 
(Renewed cheors.) That was, в Yoto for every honsst workirg 
таз-чсһеөта)--ап 4 that whethor be lived in a boues ot part of e 
house, end Босае he contributed to the weelth of tha naran: 


=== 
(Hear, hear,) It was the working classes who made England 
what she was—great and influential; it was the working men 
who had wọn for her her present prosperity. (Cheers.) Well, the 
working men had now taken the thing into their own hands, and 
he сопта assuro them aud all else that they meant to have it. 
(Much cheering.) The people had never yet taken a cause 
into their hands but they bad completed it. Although the reform 
question bad been many years on hand they were now coming to 
the cud of it, and this was the begiuning of the ера. (Cheers. ) 
Uhere was every prospect of a great and comprehensive Bill being 
adoptel, and that very speedily. (Cheers.) He could вау that 
when he left the park, about half-past ono o'clock, he saw such а 
procession he did not think had ever been witnessed before. 
(Oheers.) He thought they had given the opponents of reform 
such a lesson as they would not easily forget. Was it not a con- 
vincing proof of the feeling and determination of the working 
classes that they should have sacrificed a day's wages and bave 
gone to all this trouble, and have waiked all these weary miles? 
(Cheers.) This showed that the time had come when they had 
resolved that they would be free men, and that they would no 
longer be political негіз. (Cheers.) Ile would now take the sense 
of the meeting upon tho first resolution. 

It was carried with acclamation. 

Mr. Bristow, a stonemason, proposed the second resolution 
“That this meeting desires to acknowledge tho services of the 
Right Hon. W. F. Gladstone, Mr. John Bright, Mr. John Stuart 
Mill, and all thoso who have supported the people's claim and 
vindicated their character in parliament; and further expresses its 
confidence in Mr. John Pright as the champion of the national 
cause іп the Поцзо of Commons." 

Towards the latter part of the speechmaking, the crowd began 
perceptibly to melt away. At half-past four, when daylight was 
just on the wane, the whole arca may be said to have been cleared. 
There was no necessity to bring the magnesium light into play, 
and allthe prophecies which have boen prevalent of crushing, dis- 
order, accidents, and death, when the multitude was breaking up 
after dark, wero set at nought. The vicinity of the West Bromp- 
ton Railway proved a convenience, (ог an immense number of per- 
sons availed themselves of it to make their way to the Kensington 
Station, whence the various metropolitan lines diverge. ‘he 
carriages were taken by storm, and accommodation for six was 
made to serve for sixteen, the guards’ boxes were invaded, and thera 
was something said about an irruption on to the engine-tender. 
At Kensington Station there was a change of carriages, and a 
rush and scramble for places suggestive of a return from Epsom. 
Along the Brompton-road and Piccadilly the components of the 
procession, uow mostly broken into twos, threes, aud units, quiotly 
and orderly paced homewards. Now and then a section preserved 
its ranks, carried its banners, and was headed by its band, but this 
was the exception rather than the rule; and the prevailing ap- 
pearance of things was steadiness and decorum—so much во 
that it seemed only as if the passenger traffic of Cheapside had 
for опсо been transferred to the Wost-end thoroughfares.

Ы А DrnLIN correspondent writes:—“ Two years ago a society 
was established in Berlin, the members of which agreed to preserve 
all the poiuts of their cigars, instead of biting them off and throw- 
ing them away. These ends are collected, and then sold in large 
quantities, either for the manufacture of snuff or for smoking in 
pipes. The sum thus raised is applied to the maintenance and 
education of orphans, and some idea of the extent of the society, 
and the intensity of its affection for the weed, may be gained from the 
fact that the cigar ends of two years’ saving have brought in a 
sufficient sum for the maintenance of twenty-two children. Such 
a society might be established in London to support an hospital 
for persons suffering from the deleterious effects of excessive 
smoking.

At that 
advanced period of life he was without any of the infirmities of 
oldage; his hearing was perfect, he read without spectacles, and 
took long walks up to the last week of his life. He was a Hebrew 
scholar of some note, but has not obtained the same reputation 
that his brother rabbi, Zachariah Frankel, has enjoyed for his 
many learned works upon the Scriptures, and who still fills the 
post of Grand Rabbi of Dresden. These two individuals have 
been looked upon by the Jewish fraternity as the most orthodox 
of Israelites.

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SHOCKING MURDER АТ ABERDARE. 
On Friday night week a shocking muider wag committe l at Aber- 
dare, one of the priucipal towns in the coal and iron districts of 
South Wales, The name of the victim was Thomas Watkins ; 
that of his murderer Benjamin Jones. Watkins was the son of 
a cattle-dealer living at Aberdare, and he assisted his father 
По was thirty-one years of age, tall, muscular, 


[and strongly built, and held in fear by all the roughs 
|of the place, it being commonly stated that he was 
a mateh for half a dozen of them. Jones is a puddler, of 


middle stature, but thick-set. He is thirty-six years of age, aud 
warricd. Watkins was also married. he circumstances which 
led to the dreadful tragedy appear to have been these :— Wat- 
kius, аз was customary with him, was at the public slaughter- 
bouse ou the Friday assisting the butelicis, and Jones, who was 
idling, was about the premises all day. Karly in the morning 
it would seem they began to dispute upou matter connected 
with the slaughtering, and high words were spoken on both 
sides. Jones, it appears, went so far as to threaten to * do " 
fur Watkihs before night while they were at the slaughter- 
house, but nothing more serious than taunts and threats hap- 
pened at this place. About niue o'clock iu the evening both men, 
who were somewhat uuder the iufluence of liquor, having been 
1 ing daring tl rotor part of the day, went off toge ber 
to the Market Tavera. ‘They entered this iun together, sac 
down, aud called for t glasses of beor, foc which the deceased 
Watkins paid. Iu а few iainutes Jones, who seamed beat ou p 
ute Which had been broken cif at 
tho slaughter-house, aud, rising from his seat, challenged Watkins 
to fight. Watkins refused to Hight, aud Joues then struck bim in ths 
face with his fist. Watkins thea expressed surprise, aud, think- 
ini Jones was merely joking, aud not in earnest, simply pushed 
him back. Jones, however, came on agiin and struck him 
another blow, upon which Ма из grasped him, and they had a 
struggle, but were speedily separated by tho landlord. Опе of tue 
company then called out that Jones had a knife in his hand, aud 
lindin; it was discovered he closed it and returned it to his pocket 
immediately. Ihe landlord then ordered him to go out of the house. 
Но replied, in a surly tone, * I will go," and went; but as he 
went he looked at Watkins and said in Welsh, “I will b» into you 
before I sleep to-night," Soon afterwards Watkins's motlier-iu- 
law, hearing of the quarrel, fetched him from the publie-hous 

aud they left the place together. Jones, however, had been medi 
tating his plau of revenge, aud he awaited them outside the house 
with a large stone in his hand. When Walkius was about halia

The surgeon arrived directly afterwards, but the mo- 
ment ho saw the face of Watkins he said he was dead. А post 
mortem examination was made on Saturday morning, aud it was 
then ascertained that the skull was terribly fractured, and that

But in order that 
all restriction may be removed, and that there may be perfect 
freedom of communication between the two countries, it is neces- 
sary that the system of baggage searching in Paris be done away 
with, at all events during the Exhibition next year. This is a 
restriction scarcely more tolerable than tue passport system, and 
we are glad to see that an effort is being made to induce the French 
Government to dispense with it during the period we have named. 
Success is probable, because the matter has been taken up by 
Mr. Watkin, M.P., the chairman of the South-Eastern Rail- 
way Compiny, who is not one of those persons who suggest 
improvements and leave to others the task of carrying them 
out, but who adds to the directing genius of a general the 
hardihood and toil of the private soldier. The company of 
which he is chairman havé 80 expedited the journey between 
London and Paris that it cau be accomplished in ten hours ; 
but when it Aas been accomplished the traveller has to endure 
а delay of from half an hour or more through the existing 
system of baggage transit and search. It is easy to perceive 
how painful & tax this must be on the patience and comfort of 
the most robast traveller at the end of a ten hours’ journey. 
But what must it be in the case of one who is a bad sailor 
and has sufféréd from sea-sickncss in crossing the straits? 
Whit must ft bo in tho сазо of ono who has left homo in pur- 
suit of health, or in that of women, sick or not sick, or in that 
of persons who do not understand the language of the country 
in which they havé landed?

Fentaxism Ат West HARTLEPOOL.—A bout midnight оп Satur- 
day the police at West Hartlepool were rather startled by the 
news of an outbreak of Fenianism at Seaton Carew, a small and 
fashionable watering-place about two miles distant from the 
town.

A very promiscuous sort of fight took place, the so- 
called Fenians being so much the worse for drink as to inflict 
much more danage to members of their qwn body than to their 
opponents. When the news reached West Hartlepool, the superin- 
tendent, sergeant, and nine officers armed themselves, and were 
driven with great speed to the village. Оп their arrival they 
found that the riot was over, and that thé “ Fenians” had left, 
making their way across tlie sands. The ove policeman afd bis 
civil assistants had secured three of the pikes, whith are rather 
forinidable weapons, being about nine feet Jong, and having at 
oue end a cast steel spike a foot long, and graduating from an 
inch sqnare at its thickest portion to a sharp point.

asked to have ithe other £5 advanced to him, but ho refused 
to let him have the money. He then went away for the purpose, 
as he represented, of getting the £5 to repay him, and to recover 
tho bill, but he never saw him again uutil he was in custody. 
The Rev, Mr. Pemberton was examined, and he proved that bis 
signature on the bill was а forgery. Пе said he kuew the prisoner 
by his being clerk at the cemetery. On the 12th of March last 
lie came to him, when he represented that his brother-in-law was 
in difficulties, and that he waa anxious to rescue him. Гог that 
purpose he asked witness to lead hiin £5, which he promised to re- 
turn on the following Saturday, as he had money іп thebank.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLoweERr GARDEN.— Protect carnations, auriculas, &c., from 
severe weather. Cuttings of calceolarias, that are rooted, may be 
potted off. Cut down fu-chias and mulch over with ghort litter ; 
but if desiroug of preserving large specimens, protect with stakes 
and matting, the interior filled with loose straw, and the rewein- 
ing leaves on the fuschias removed to prevent mouldiness. А little 
lime water round the roots of pansies will do good as a protection 
from slugs. Protect the tender varieties of roses if not already 
done. Attend to frames daily; give as much light and air as the 
weather will permit. Roll lawns and walks occasionally in dry 
wedather, and keep all tidy. 

KITCHEN Garpen.—Continue to earth up cabbage and winter 
greens. Look to cauliflower as advised last week ; also lettuce. 
If carrots are required early, make a sowing on а slight hot-bed. 
Now that frosts bave been frequent, peas that have shown above 
ground should be lightly covered over with the soil, aud over that 
a layer of saud, to protect them from slugs or the cold weather. 


Earth up celery. Collect horse droppioga for spring mush- 
room beds. Keep up a succession of rhubarb and seskale by 
potting. 


Frurr GAnpEN.—Cherries, pears, plums, «о, if affected by а 
scale ingect, should have a good washing of a mixture of soft- 
soap, tobacco, and lime-water. Continue root pruning. Finish 
nailing and topping wall-trees. Protect fig trees by unnailiug 
five or six branches at a time, and tying the same im bundles 
with ropes of straw or hay. Prune orchard trees geneyally ; re- 
move old branches; cut clean, and give a coat of paint to the 
wounds to exclude wet.

Luzabeth of Austria one daughter, bora on 
tus 15th December, called Maria-Theresa. 
it is to this young lady that Prince Umberto 
is to be married, and if she be the heiress of the 
Duke of Modena she will have a fortune of 
£5,009,000. The marriage of Prince Amadeo 
is an unusual one, and js producing а great sen- 
sation. Но із to marry the young Princess de 
la Cisterne. The Cisternas are the only priucely 
family ia Piedmopt. Pripces abound іп Sigily, 
Naples, and other parta of Italy: but іп Pied- 
mont there is but one princely house—that of 
Cisterna, the powerful lords of Vercelli. Their 
daughter will have a fortune of £40,000 a-year. 
l'he family have been long since good patriots. 
Іп 1821 a prince of the Cisternas was united, as 
a Carbonaro, with Charles Albert, aud as such 
was exil.d.

A RICH AND ECCENTRIC LADY. 
A rew days ago there died in Upper Brook- 
*treet, in this city, a lady named Crosier, whose 
eccentricities had long made her remarkable to 
the few neighbours to whom she was known. 
She occupied one of the best houses in the street, 
detached, surrounded by a garden or pleasure 
ground, and large enough for the ordinary ro- 
quirements of a parson moving in the best circles 
о society, yet she lived alone.

Faithful to her old mistress, the ser- 
vant visited Miss Crosier daily up to the timo 
of her death, attended to her wants and 
the cleanliness of the house, and at night 
lucked the old lady up til she returned 
the following morniug. Miss Crosier had few 
relations, the acarest of whom was a married 
niece at St. Helen's, but these, like everybody 
else, wera practically refused admission to the 
houso, and, except the old servant referred to, it 
is said that no one has been in the place for many 
years, А tax-gatherer was once privileged to 
step into thy vestibule, but the old lady very 
naturally got rid of him as soon as possible. lt 
is also said that Miss Ciosier's eccentricities de- 
veloped into an affection for a colony of cats, of 
which she had about ten or a dozen at the time 
of ber death. When she became dangerously ill, 
a few months ago, her servant recommended her 
to make ber will, and in the end Miss Crosier 
cousented to do s0, and devised her property and 
effects to her niece, After tho old lady's death 
‘he house wag seatohed, and in ths atts there 
‘vag fonnd an immanes avantity of ellver piate; 
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from £2,000 to £3,000, and, stowed away jn 
various parts of the house, but mostly amon; 
tho plate, was а eum of pot less than £10,000. 
Tho money almost entirely consisted of Bank of 
England notes, many of them of old date, and 
among the cash was a large number of spade- 
ace guineas. The house was well stocked with 
a large quantity of valuable furniture and 
articles of domestic use, most of which were 
carefully wiapped up, so as to preserve them 
from the dust. Miss Crosier was more than 
eighty years old at the time of her death. 
Though she so effectually excluded herself 
from the outer world as to be seldom seen, even 
by ler nearest neighbours, it is said that she 
performed many kind actions to a favoured few, 
aud that more than one person in thé city has 
received assistauce from her in times of pecuni- 
ary difficulty.— Maachester Guardian.
